Application for 140 extra homes 

BID TO 
BLOCK 
HONES 


PLANS to expand a controversial 
housing estate to the north of Banbury 
by 140 more homes should be refused, 
a council planning officer has said. 

Pandora Ltd wants to build 230 homes on 
the western side of Southam Road after 
getting permission for 90 last December. 

A planning application for 230 homes 
will be put before Cherwell District 
Council's planning committee today. 

Pandora also has permission for 510 
homes on the eastern side. Both sites are in 
the council's Local Plan blueprint, which 
maps out where possible future 
development could go. 

Landscape planning 
officer Judith Ward 
said extra homes 
would damage the 
landscape. 

She added: "The 
application provides 
no justification for this 
additional housing. 

"The consented 90- 
dwelling scheme 
followed the site 
contours. This scheme does not. 

"There is no real explanation or 
justification of the proposals." 

Judith Dixey, of Foxhill House, just north 
of the site, told the council in a letter: "Why 
can't brown sites be used instead of green 
sites? 

"These green fields are home to 
numerous wildlife. Deer and otters have 
been seen in the stream. Where will all 
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these animals go?" She added that she had 
concerns about the effect of new families on 
traffic, schools, hospitals and doctors' 
surgeries. 

Yet a statement to the council from the 
developer said: "Overall, we consider the 
comments disappointing and rather 
disingenuous. 

"It is a fact that landscape and visual 
analysis is subjective and not an exact 
science. 

"We acknowledge 
and accept that more 
of the hill is developed 
and that this is most 
evident when viewed 
from Dukes Meadow 
Drive. 

"However, open 
land is still visible 
from a number of 
other locations. 

"The development 
would not breach the 
skyline, and this fact alone demonstrates 
that we have given due consideration to this 
in the landscape analysis and master plan 
design - this is a positive." 

The planning committee meeting is open 
to the public and will be held today at 4pm 
at Bodicote House. 

The Local Plan policy document includes 
plans for more than 1 6,000 homes by 2031. 
A public consultation on modifications 
closes on Friday. 


Civic boss 
guilty of 
sex assault 

AN OXFORDSHIRE County Council 
team leader was convicted last Thursday 
of sexually assaulting a woman in her 
bedroom. 

Peter Brown, from the authority's 
roads and transport team, was found 
guilty of the September 2011 crime by 
Oxford Crown Court jurors after nine 
hours of deliberations. 

His victim had told jurors that Brown, 
56, had behaved inappropriately for 
months before groping her in her 
bedroom after he 
offered to fix her 
ensuite shower. 

Brown, of 
Drayton, had 
claimed he had 
only touched the 
woman's leg in a 
supportive 
gesture. 

But the jury of 
three men and 
nine women 
convicted the 
Drayton Parish 
Council 

chairman with a majority verdict of ten 
to two. 

Brown, a born-again Christian, was 
released on bail following the verdict 
and will return to the court on Monday, 
November 3, to be sentenced after a pre¬ 
sentence report is prepared by the 
probation service. 

But Judge Gordon Risius said before 
the adjournment that an immediate 
prison sentence was unlikely. 

He said: "I can tell you straight away 
on the basis of what I know at the 
moment, the prospects of immediate 
custody are remote. 

"I do not exclude it totally but it is 
only fair to say those prospects are 
remote." 

A county council spokesman said: "We 
take this matter very seriously. Mr Brown 
is not currently at work pending 
disciplinary proceedings in the light of 
the court verdict. We cannot comment 
further."

Ambulance campaign warns of clangers of 'nuisance calls' 


REQUESTS for help with broken fingernails, changing 
light bulbs and fixing broken TV remote controls are 
wasting paramedics' time, an ambulance boss has 
warned. 

South Central Ambulance Service NHS Trust boss 
Will Hancock said trivial calls were diverting crews 
from real emergencies. 

Now the service has made a film about how such 
calls can affect the service. It is available to view 
online at 999southcentral.co.uk. 


Requests include asking for lifts home, attending to 
sick pets, noisy neighbour complaints, burning food 
and people with no credit on their mobile phone. 

Mr Hancock said: "I would like to encourage 
everyone to take a look at our hard-hitting campaign 
film '999 South Central', which shows just how lives 
are put at risk when 999 is called inappropriately. 

"Everyone at SCAS is committed to continually 
improving the service we provide to the community 
and we would urge members of the public to help us 


and only use 999 when it is absolutely necessary." 

The service said time-wasting calls were damaging 
at a time when demand on the service was rising. 

The number of emergency calls rose from 18,917 in 
2012/13 to 20,588 in 2013/14. Managers have 
struggled to hit response targets, particularly in rural 
areas. 

Crews have to get to at least 75 per cent of the 
most serious cases in eight minutes but this was 73.6 
per cent in July and 73.5 per cent in August.

Six men 
and youth 
deny child 
sex charges 

SEVEN men denied child sexual 
exploitation charges at Oxford 
Crown Court on Monday. 

All pleaded not guilty to a total 
of 24 counts against seven 
alleged victims. 

The incidents are alleged to 
have taken place between 2009 
and last year. 

The accused include: 

• Ahmed Hassan, 20, of 
Glyndebourne Gardens, Banbury; 

• Said Saleh, 20, of Orchard

• Mohamed Saleh, 21, of Orchard 
Way, Banbury; 

• Takudzwa Hova, 21, of 
Broughton Road, Banbury; 

• Kagiso Manase, 20, of Warwick 
Road, Banbury; 

• Alexandru Nae, 19, of Broome 
Way, Banbury, 

• A 17-year-old from Banbury 
who cannot be named for legal 
reasons. 

They are due to stand trial from 
December 22.

A BANBURY primary 
school has been rated 
"good" by Ofsted, two 
years after inspectors 
said it needed 
"significant 
improvement". 

Orchard Fields 
Community School, which 
has almost 400 pupils, has 
risen from "inadequate" to 
"good". 

The Edmunds Road 
school was rated 
"inadequate" in March 
2012 and was found not 
to have improved by July 
last year after two pupils 
were excluded. 

Both visits criticised 
attendance levels and said 
teaching needed 
improving to help pupils 
achieve better marks. 

But inspector Alison 
Cartlidge praised 
improvements in the 
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school's teaching and 
governance after a two- 
day inspection last month. 

Attendance and 
punctuality had improved 
"dramatically". 

She said: "Members of 
staff provide exciting 
activities and support 
pupil's differing needs 
well. 

"Pupils achieve well 
throughout the school. 
They make good progress 
from their starting points 
because they are, in most 
lessons, given work which 
meets their learning needs 
and abilities. 

"Pupils are enthusiastic 
and eager to learn. Pupils 
take pride in belonging to 
the school and respect the 
needs of others." 

She said that there was 


still room for 
improvement as the 
youngest pupils do not 
always progress quickly 
enough in reading. 

She added: 
"Occasionally, 
opportunities are missed 
to extend learning in these 
aspects when children are 
working on tasks they 
have chosen for 
themselves. 

"Teachers do not always 
show pupils how to take 
the next steps in their 
learning." 

She said staff should 
"take every opportunity to 
encourage speaking and 
writing" and teachers 
should give "clear next 
steps for learning and 
checking that they 
respond to this advice 
straight away". 

Headteacher Dawn 
Shilston said: "Our pupils' 


behaviour is a credit to 
their parents and our 
school. 

"Through the 

dedication, hard work and 
consistently good teaching 
from teachers and support 
staff, our pupils have high 
aspirations for their futures 
and aim high; this was 
highlighted by the Ofsted 
inspectors." 

Chairman of governors 
John Christie said: "It is 
good to see that a 
community school where 
children, teachers, parents 
and governors working 
together and backed by 
good support from their 
local council can achieve 
such rapid improvement. 

"Our goal now is to 
achieve 'outstanding' 
status within two years." 


US author's gifts to book shops 


AN American author has donated 
more than £10,000 to six 
Oxfordshire independent 
bookshops. 

James Patterson, who wrote the 
Alex Cross series including Kiss the 
Girls and Along Came a Spicier , 
gave the grants to inspire children 
to read. 

Jaffe & Neale Bookshop in 
Chipping Norton received £5,000 
to buy a new van to be used to tour 
festivals and schools. 

Bookshop worker Jerry Boyd 
said: "We do a couple of festivals at 
the moment, such as Wildnerness 
and Bestival, but this will allow us 


to go to more events and schools to 
make books more accessible to 
kids." 

Banbury's Books and Ink 
Bookshop owner Sam Barnes would 
not reveal how much she received 
as she was working on a secret 
project to "refresh" part of her 
shop. 

Meanwhile, Cole's Bookstore in 
Bicester was given £700 towards 
refurbishing its 20-year-old 
children's play area, while the Bell 
Bookshop in Henley got £2,000 
towards refurbishing its children's 
area and till system. 

Wallingford Bookshop received 


£900 to create a website for its 
monthly children's book club, 
which has about 30 members. 

The Book House in Thame got 
£1,000 to refurbish an area to be 
used for a new Stories by Starlight 
children's book club. 

Mr Patterson, who has sold more 
than 280 million books, had 
promised to give away £250,000 
across the UK and had asked 
bookshops to apply for grants for 
specific projects. 

In his first round of funding, he 
has already allocated more than 
£130,000 to 73 shops across the 
country.

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Badgers to be vaccinated in bid to halt spread of bovine TB 


BADGERS in Oxfordshire are to be 
vaccinated against Bovine TB to create 
a buffer zone against the disease. 

The vaccination programme has 
been announced by the Department for 
Environment, Food and Rural Affairs 


with the aim of preventing the disease our economy and our food security, 


from spreading to cattle outside the 
South West and West Midlands. 

Farms Minister George Eustice said: 
"Bovine TB continues to be a huge 
threat to our beef and dairy farmers, 


which is why we are pursuing a 
comprehensive strategy to beat it. 

"As part of this, I want to see 
vaccination groups come together, 
building on prior experience to deliver 


badger vaccination in the edge area. 

"This could be an important part of 
our collective efforts, to prevent the 
spread of this terrible disease in cattle 
to new areas of the country." 

The so-called "edge area" covers

Badgers 
may be 
vaccinated 
to try to 
halt the 
spread of 
TB in cattle 



Oxfordshire, Cheshire, Leicestershire 
and Hampshire. 

Earlier this year it was revealed that 
Oxfordshire's farmers were struggling 
to cope with the spread of TB. There 
were 63 herds affected in March alone. 

Local beef farmer Jeremy Brown 
said: "It completely screws up your 
farm. It's hopeless and I'm not prepared 
to do it any more. 

"This could still be going on in ten 
years time. Are we ever going to get on 
top of this?" 

Under the Government's 
programme, vaccination schemes can 
apply for funding towards up to half 
the long-term costs of vaccination, free 
loans of equipment such as traps, and 
free vaccine supply. 

Eligible vaccination projects need to 
be predominantly in the edge area, and 
will be required to cover a minimum 
area of approximately 15 sq km. 

Applications need to be submitted 
by February 27.

IN a 20-minute spree, 
an NHS whistleblower 
set fire to a Masonic 
hall and three 
cashpoints - causing 
£18,000 worth of 
damage 

Colin Aries, 50, of no 
fixed address, was last 
week jailed for two years 
for torching bank 
machines belonging to 
Lloyds TSB, Santander 
and Yorkshire Bank and 
also setting a blaze at a 
Freemasons hall in 
Banbury. 

Oxford Crown Court 
heard Aries turned to 
arson after quitting a care 
job in both the NHS and 
a private firm when 
concerns he raised were 
not dealt with. 
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Prosecutor Nigel 
Ogborne said the fires 
were set between 2am 
and 2.20am on Thursday, 
June 5. Aries had cycled 
to the scene of the crimes 
and used an accelerant. 

Damage to the 
Masonic hall was 
estimated at £14,000 and 
damage to one cashpoint 
was worth £4,550. 

Mr Ogborne said Aries 
sent a former colleague a 
text message after the 
fires, which read: "Hello, 

I am the chap who was 
responsible for the arson 
attacks in Banbury earlier 
in the week. 

"Over the course of the 


week I will be doing the 
same to The Slade." 

Officers went to Aries' 
address in Broughton 
Road, Banbury, and 
found bags of liquid and 
a plastic fuel container. 

When police called 
Aries on his mobile, he 
told them: "I have had a 
really bad last two years 
and those responsible for 
that are going to get what 
they deserve. 

"I am not going to hurt 
anyone I can assure you 
of that, but what I will do 
will make the news." 

Police searched his 
home again on June 9 
and found him hiding in 
a wardrobe. 

Gareth James, 
defending, said Aries had 


been left without a job 
and was unable to claim 
benefits after quitting his 
two care roles. 

He said: "It appears 
that it was a result of 
long-term build up of 
stress." 

Aries, who watched 
proceedings via a 
videolink to HMP 
Bullingdon prison, 
admitted four arson 
charges and threatening 
to destroy property by 
fire. 

Judge Ian Pringle, 
sentencing, said to Aries: 
"Whatever your feelings 
about certain things in 
society, going and 
burning banks is not the 
way to behave." 


Help to Buy:

MORE than 300 people in 
the county have bought a 
home using the 
Government-backed Help 
to Buy scheme.

Two on knife 
attack charge 

■ TWO men accused of a 
knife attack in a Banbury 
park, where a 22-year-old 
man was stabbed, have been 
denied bail. Umar Bashir, 22, 
asked for bail at Oxford 
Crown Court on Wednesday 
of last week but his plea was 
refused by Recorder Rupert 
Lowe. And a similar call by 
co-accused Atique Akhtar, 20, 
was also denied. Bashir, of 
Woodfield, and Akhtar, of 
Ferguson Road, are charged 
with inflicting grievous bodily 
harm. They were charged 
after a victim was knifed in 
the stomach in Moorfield 
Park earlier this month. Both 
accused remain in custody. 

'No concerns' 

■ THERE are "no concerns" 
about changes to Oxfordshire 
County Council's governance 
structure, a report says. 
County solicitor Peter Clark 
has reviewed the changes, 
which were introduced in 
April 2013, and saw a 
reduction in the number of 
scrutiny committees and the 
creation of a transport 
advisory panel. Reviewing 
the changes, Mr Clark said 
there were no concerns from 
officers or councillors about 
them.

Complaints torrent 
becomes a trickle 


THAMES Water has reduced the 
number of complaints it receives by 
10,300 in a year, a new report has 
found. 

The Consumer Council for Water 
praised the firm after its annual 
study and said the company had 
responded to calls for a better 
service. 

But the report also claimed 
Thames Water had more work to do, 
with the firm remaining among the 
worst for numbers of complaints 
about sewerage, leaks and supply 
issues. 

It was the worst-performing firm 
for resolving complaints quickly, but 
did improve its record on the 
previous year. Suppliers have a 90 
per cent target for resolving issues 
after just one written complaint. 

Thames Water managed to do this 
89.2 per cent of the time in 2014 
and 2013 - up from 83.4 per cent in 


the previous period. 

CCWater said: "Thames Water, 
the largest water and sewerage 
company in England and Wales, has 
responded to our calls to improve its 
service to customers. 

"Evidence of this came with a 
reduction of complaints, taking the 
company to below the industry 
average, and improving its 
comparative position by three 
places. 

"Thames Water said it has 
identified leakage as a major source 
of water supply complaints and aims 
to address this issue." 

There was a downward trend in 
complaints to water companies 
nationally, the group added, but 
customer satisfaction remained a 
major challenge. Improving 
satisfaction with value for money 
and affordability remained a major 
challenge for the industry. 


Work starts 
on old care 
home site 

WORK has begun to transform the 
site of a former Banbury care 
home into 16 new affordable 
houses. 

Built on the old Orchard Lodge 
site in Warwick Road, the new 
Orchard housing complex will see 
a selection of two- and three- 
bedroom houses made available 
on a shared ownership basis as 
part of Cherwell District council's 
Build! project. 

The homes are expected to be 
completed to a basic standard by 
March 2015, at which point future 
owners will undertake tasks such 
as plastering, decoration and 
kitchen installations. 

In exchange for the work, which 
will be carried out under the 
supervision of construction 
managers, residents will receive a 
£10,000 discount on their 
property. 


Chiltern vies for title of most punctual 


BASED on the percentage of 
services that arrive within a minute 
of their scheduled time, new figures 
released by Network Rail show that 
Chiltern Railways was one of the 
most punctual rail operators, with 
85.2 per cent of its trains arriving 
on time. 


Chiltern came joint second in 
this category, along with London 
Overground, Merseyrail and 
Northern Rail, which all had just 
1.8 per cent of trains that were 
cancelled or significantly late. 

Operations and safety director at 
Chiltern Railways Andrew Munden 


said: "These results reinforce our 
commitment to providing a 
punctual service on which our 
passengers can rely. We take 
punctuality very seriously and our 
team works hard to make sure we 
give our passengers the best travel 
experience possible."

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999 copter set 
to take to the 
skies at night 


MORE paramedics could take 
to the skies as the county's air 
ambulance service revealed it 
hopes to start night flights. 

From next year, the Thames Valley 
and Chiltern Air Ambulance will fly 
24 hours a day from its RAF Benson 
base. 

The expansion of the service, 
which covers Oxfordshire, Berkshire 
and Buckinghamshire, is due to a 
new helicopter - which has night- 
flying capability - being added to 
the fleet. 

Mark McGeown, the chief 
executive of TVACAA, said: "Night 
flying takes helicopter emergency 
medical services to the next level 
and the service truly into a new era 
in its 15-year-long history. 

"This is a major achievement. It is 
through the hard work of our 
dedicated team that we have been 
able to achieve this. We're thrilled 
to be further enhancing operational

capability - all for the good of the 
people who live in the counties we 
serve." 

Spokesman Antonia Taylor said: 
"We're getting a new helicopter, an 
Air Bus EC135T3. It's optimised for 
night flying. 

"Realistically, it'll be the second 
half of 2015 when night flights start. 
It's likely we'll employ more staff; 
we'll have additional paramedic 
shifts to fill." 

Alongside the Hampshire and Isle 
of Wight Air Ambulance, the charity 
will upgrade to the new helicopter, 
which offers high endurance and 
low fuel consumption. Both will be 
leased from Bond Air Services Ltd. 

The service launched in 1999 and 
has so far flown over 15,000 
missions. 

The number of flights varies 


according to the season, averaging 
three a day. In summer this can rise 
to ten. Ninety per cent of flights 
have a doctor on board. The 
TVCAA's goal is to ensure there will 
soon be a doctor on every flight. 
TheTVCAA will also expand its staff 
quarters to accommodate the 
extended times. 

Most incidents are linked to 
people injured in road accidents. 
Thirty-five trauma patients were also 
transported in the last three months 
- compared to 21 in the previous 
quarter. 

"The South Central Ambulance 
Service takes the initial call. They 
determine whether the incident 
warrants a helicopter call-out. It's on 
a case-by-case basis," said Ms 
Taylor. 

"We have the pilot, one or two 
paramedics, one doctor and the 
patient in the helicopter. We also 
have blood on board, which offers 
more treatment options."

Group steps in to avert mental health cash crisis 


A MAJOR cut in funding for a county mental health 
service has been averted after NHS bosses agreed to 
top up its budget. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commissioning Group has 
agreed to pay £500,000 for the complex needs service 
- which helps about 700 people with emotional or 
mental health issues. 

Its £700,000-a-year costs used to be met by The 


Department of Health until the end of the 2013/14 
financial year. Then the department cut its 
contribution to £350,000 the following year, and 
OCCG put in a further £250,000, leaving a £100,000 
shortfall.There had been concerns about the future of 
the service at the start of the next financial year. 

The Oxford Health NHS Foundation Trust - which 
provides the service - warned the OCCG that a 


shutdown could lead to a rise in suicide attempts and 
anti-depressant use. A statement from the Save Our 
Service group, which fought the changes, said: "We 
look forwards to working with Oxford Health and the 
OCCG to build a sustainable service. 

"Patients are still in distress and it is to be hoped 
that the new service model is developed soon to help 
keep everyone safe."

THE number of county children being taken 
into care has risen sharply, putting 
"significant pressure" on social workers, a 
council boss has said. 

Oxfordshire County Council figures show the 
number of children in care rose from 41 6 in March 
2013 to 519 last month. 

The rise was said to be due to the council taking 
a more "rigorous" approach to identifying neglect 
following concern about how it handled some 
cases. 

Yet a council report said this was putting 
increased pressure on social workers who were 
taking on more cases than council guidelines 
recommended. 

The deputy director of children's social care,

Lucy Butler, said: "Pressures on children's social care 
have risen significantly in recent months. Short-term 
mitigation plans have been put into place, including 
recruitment of agency workers, to ensure children 
remain protected." 

The council has acted on concerns raised in serious 
case reviews, official investigations into how the council 
handled some cases. 

For example, an Oxfordshire toddler nearly died from 
drinking methadone, which she found in her heroin 
addict mother's handbag, the review said. 

Oxfordshire Safeguarding Children Board 
recommended that agencies work better together to deal 
with allegations of domestic abuse. 

Ms Butler said: "This change in numbers reflects a 
deliberate shift in practice following learning from 
recent serious case reviews and audits which 
highlighted the need for 'decisions not to drift' in 
chronic neglect cases." 

The councillor responsible for children, Melinda 
Tilley, said she was "shocked by the increase", and said 
the increase was partly in response to recent child 
sexual exploitation cases. 

A pilot scheme will be launched in Banbury this year 
between social workers and other agencies like Thames 
Valley Police, she said. 

"We will work with 100 children from 47 families 
and try to sort out the families once and for all. Some of 
these families are chaotic. It is a challenging situation. 
We want to make sure children don't come back into 
care again. The idea of working closer together is to 
lessen workload on social workers and lessen the cost to 
the public." 

The biggest rise in looked-after children was among 
one- to four-year-olds, from 27 last March to 73 last 
month. 

This year the council set workload targets of 14 cases 
for each staff member working with looked after 
children, 1 6 for workers in family support teams and 18 
for those in disability teams. 

But in August "looked after" teams were working with 
1 7.8 cases on average, family support workers up to 
24.2 cases and disability workers up to 26.4. 

Ofsted inspectors who visited the council between 
April 29 and May 21 rated children's services as "good".

Bid to scoop Government grants 


OFFICIALS are starting work on a 
new bid for millions of pounds in 
Government funding to help boost 
growth in Oxfordshire. 

Negotiations have started on the 
new round of funding for a series of 
schemes which would give the 
county's economy a helping hand. 

Earlier this year the Government 
agreed to pump £15.7m of 
investment into Oxfordshire's 
economy for 2015/1 6. 

Now a further £92m could be 
made available. Talks have started to 
secure this funding for 201 6/1 7. 


Oxfordshire County Council 
leader Ian Hudspeth said: "It will 
mean we have a firmer commitment 
towards some of the schemes. 

"We will also see if there is 
anything else we can get advance 
funding for, or if we can be a bit 
more ambitious." 

Director for environment and 
economy, Sue Scane, said 
negotiations could be completed by 
early January. She said: "Whilst new 
schemes and priorities will 
undoubtedly emerge, it is not 
envisaged that schemes outside of 


the previously agreed long list will 
be negotiated for the 2016/1 7 round 
unless a highly credible and 
persuasive case is made." 

The council's cabinet agreed what 
schemes should get cash in the 
2015/1 6 financial year. 

Mr Hudspeth added: "We are all 
looking forward to this money being 
spent in the future for the benefit of 
Oxfordshire people. This will give a 
real focus on the creation of jobs 
and skills. It should make 
Oxfordshire's future economy both 
cutting edge and dynamic".

Fire service's campaign 
beats lifesaving target 


A BID to reduce fire and road deaths 
to save an estimated 365 lives in ten 
years has been reached - two years 
before its deadline. 

The 365alive campaign saved an 
estimated 386 lives since 2006 through 
education and safety initiatives, fire bosses 
said. 

The reductions mean the cost of dealing 
with road smashes and fires has been cut by 
£1.34m and 840,000 people have been 
educated. 

Oxfordshire's Chief Fire Officer Dave 
Etheridge said: "Lives in Oxfordshire have 
definitely been saved as a result of this 
campaign. 

"The 365alive campaign came about from 
our determination to reduce the number of 
people killed in fires and on the roads, as 
well as making sure we preserve a life when 
someone is trapped in a building. 

"In 2006 there were 68 people killed on 
Oxfordshire's roads - last year the total was 
19 . 

"As a result of our actions we have also 
halved the number of people who have died 
in house fires. 

"Thanks to the campaign there are more

than 365 families who are still intact as a 
result. 

"I joined the fire service 28 years ago and 
when I joined we waited for incidents to 
occur - now we are driven by prevention 
and protection." 

He said: "The elderly and infirm are the 
most vulnerable group dying in fires, so we 
share a database with adult social care so 
that when someone comes on our radar we 
set up a home fire risk assessment to keep 
people safe in their own home. That has 
halved the incidents of fire deaths in the past 
eight years." 

Mr Etheridge said a new scheme would be 
launched in two years' time, adding: "This 
has worked so well we don't want to stop." 

It has now raised its annual target for 36 
lives saved to 45. 

One of the schemes helping 365alive is 
the Junior Citizens Trust Oxfordshire. 

Local Year Six pupils are shown mocked- 
up practical emergency and safety situations. 

The Test It Tuesday campaign also urges 
weekly checks on smoke alarms and cycle 
training for primary school-aged youngsters.

I n 2007, Andy Hamilton and Guy 
Jenkin abandoned the 
conventions of a tightly scripted 
sitcom and took a more fluid 
approach to mining laughs in the 
breakout hit Outnumbered. 

While the adult characters' lines 
were committed to the page, the 
young actors were allowed to 
improvise around suggestions from 
Hamilton and Jenkin, and 
consequently delivered natural 
performances, reacting instinctively 
to set-ups and punchlines. 

The writer-directors adopt the 
same winning recipe for this 
uproarious feature film debut, an ill- 
fated family road trip laced with 
absurdity that touches the heart and 
tickles the funny bone. 

Once again, it's the younger cast 
who scene-steal with aplomb, 
explaining why a bout of car 
sickness is a source of joy ("It's like 
being a fountain!") and succinctly 
distilling the anguish and betrayal of 
parental infidelity into a single 
throwaway line: "Dad had an affair 
with a Paralympic athlete with one 
foot." 

That's not to say that Hamilton 
and Jenkin short-change the rest of 
the ensemble cast, including David 
Tennant, Rosamund Pike and 
Glaswegian firebrand Billy 


Connolly. They snaffle a generous 
smattering of belly laughs too, like 
when Connolly's cantankerous 
grandfather tries to explain Hitler's 
seizure of land in terms a bairn 
might understand: "Like Monopoly, 
but with more screaming." 

Gordie McLeod (Connolly) is 
poised to celebrate his 75th 
birthday in the Scottish Highlands. 

His self-obsessed son Gavin (Ben 
Miller) is hosting the lavish party to 
impress the neighbours and 
hopefully secure the captaincy of 
the local golf club. 

Gavin's long-suffering and 
neurotic wife Margaret (Amelia 
Bullmore) remains in the 
background, occasionally exploding 
with pent-up rage. 

As the party beckons, Gavin's less 
successful brother Doug (David 
Tennant) and his wife Abi 
(Rosamund Pike) arrive with their 
three children in tow: 11-year-old 
Lottie (Emilia Jones), who scribbles 
repeatedly in her notebook so she 
can remember which lies she is 
supposed to tell; six-year-old 
Mickey (Bobby Smalldridge), who is 
obsessed with Vikings; and five- 
year-old Jess (HarrietTurnbull), 
whose best friends are two rocks 
christened Eric and Norman.
